Dr. Oscar Snyder 
Succumbs at 80 

Founder of Osteopathic 
Hospital lived in 
Narberth 40 Years 

Dr. Ossar John Snyder, beloved 
by several generations of residents 
in Narberth, where he lived for 
more than 40 years, died Tuesday 
evening at his home, 300 N. Nar- 
berth Ave. He had been ill two 
months. 

Founder of the Philadelphia Os- 
teopathic Hospital, the distinguish- 
ed octogenarian was honored by 
his friends at a community dinner 
held February 11, at the Overbrook 
Golf Club. He was 80 years old on 
November 17, 1946. 

Dr. Snyder was born in St. Louis, 
Mo., and when he was graduated 
from the Minnesota State Teachers' 
College he first headed for a teach- 
ing career. 

A personal experience, soon after 
his graduation, led him into the 
study of ostepoathy, and he went 
on to the Columbian University und 
the Northern Institute of Osteo- 
pathy, in Minneapolis, Minn. In 
1899 he began his practice in osteo- 
pathy, and the same year founded 
the Philadelphia College and Hos- 
pital of Osteopathy, in ofttces i'nd 
classrooms in the Stephen Girard 
Building, Philadelphia. 

He served as president until 1907, 
and played an. active role in the 
erection of the school's new quar- 
ters, at 48th and Spruce Sts. In 
1929 the College awarded him an 
honorary, degree, of < DDctor..-gf .Sci- 
ence. 

He was a vigorous crusader for 
higher standards in the practice of 
osteopathy, and constantly cham- 
pioned the cause of his chosen pro- 
fession. He himself did much 
throughout his career to raise the 
standards within the profession. 

Surviving are his wife, Aline; a 
daughter, Mrs. James L. Beighle, of 
Penn Valley; two sons, Dr. Joseph 
C. Snyder, of Philadelphia, and Dr. 
James A Snyder, Cape May. N. J.; 
three brothers, Anthony, of Pitts- 
burgh; Ronald, Connecticut, and 
Philip, Newport, Ky., and a sister, 
Miss Mamie Snyder, of Muskeoska, 
Minn. 

Funeral services will be held Sat- 
urday morning, at 10.30, in the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church. Interment 
will be in West Laurel Hill Ceme- 
tery,

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RELIEF SUGGESTED 
FOR TRAFFIC PROBLEMS 
CAUSED BY DETOUR 

Traffic problems in Narberth have 
Increased almost daily since the 
start of repairs on Wynnewood Rd.. 
almost four months ago. 

In an effort to relieve these con- 
ditions, Robert M. Cameron, chair- 
man of a special Borough Council 
committee on traffic and parking, 
Monday night recommended the fol- 
lowing steps: 

1. Erection of stop signs on Maple 
and Essex Aves. at their intersec- 
tion with Woodslde Ave. 

2. Establishment of a "no park- 
ing" zone on the east side of south 
Narberth Ave., from the railroad 
bridge to Woodslde Ave.

Iona Ave., from Haverford Ave., 
to Woodbine Ave.; Hampden Ave., 
from Haverford Rd., to the end of 
the paved section; Shirley Rd., and 
Shirley Cirle; Berkley and Beech- 
wood Rds.; Sabine Ave., from Wyn- 
newood Rd., to Montgomery Ave; 
Nat-berth Ave., from Montgomery 
Ave., to the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and Grove Place. 

Bids tor the work will be opened 
at the Council meeting July 14. 



A request by the Narberth Bust" 
ness Council to delay action let' 
erecting "no parking" signs on Nar* 
berth Ave., was denied Monday 
night by Borough Council. 

Speaking for the business men, 
Robert Hobson, decorator, asked 
Borough Council to refrain from 
placing the signs on the east side 
of the streets as proposed last 
month. • 

"Placing these signs on Narberth 
Ave.," he said, "will make shopping 
in Narberth even more difficult 
than it Is now, and will take away; 
a little more of the almost non-ex- 
istent parking spaces in the Bor» 
ough. { 

No Parking Space 

"There are no parking spaces in 
town," Hobson stated, "and we have 
not been able to reach a definite 
understanding concerning the pur- 
chase of much needed lots. 

"There are several lots available 
in Narberth," he added, "but they; 
are in residential zones." 

Walter A. Fox, Council president, 
stated that the signs were being ' 
erected only to facilitate the flow 
of traffic in the area, and were not 
being erected to force shoppers 
away from Narberth. 

The suggestion that off-the-street 
parking lots be purchased by Coun- 
cil was made by Hobson, who was 
told that Council had no funds 
available for such purchases. 

Suggests Assessment Boost 

In answer, Hobson suggested 
raising the assessments on both 
business and private properties, and 
the money raised used to buy va- 
cant lots. 

Under present State law, how* 
ever, it was pointed out, assess- 
ments are not made by the Bor- 
ough, but by assessors designated 
by the County. In any event, if the 
assessments were raised., Jfee. School 
Board would "get over half of thsV' 
money raised. 

If the lot were purchased pri- 
vately — by Borough merchants, tot 
example — the Borough could not 
appropriate any money toward the. 
purchase unless the lot were deeded" 
to the Borough. 

Petition Planned 

Hobson told the Council that the 
Business Council was preparing a 
petition for circulation among 
property owners and businessmen 
objecting to the erection of tBe 
signs. 

"The petition is not yet ready for 
presentation," Hobson said, "but 
when it is, we will present it to you 
as a record of our objections." 

Fox stated that although Council 
did not want to work any hardship 
on the businessmen, the signs would 
be erected when they were received. 

Delivery has been promised with- 
in 10 days.
